The 
article in part is as follows: 

“It is almost universally found that the glass 
ball, for example, takes a milky or misty aspect; 
that it then grows black, the reflections disappear- 
ing, and that then the pictures emerge.” 

“Some persons,” he says, “arrive at seeing the 
ball grow milky, but can go no further. Some see 
landscapes and figures in black and white, but 
others see them only in natural colors but observe 
movements of the figures and detect the expres- 
sions of the faces. 

“The crystal-gazer sees hallucinatory images 
of his own thoughts and ideas. It is a picture of 
his brain in action that he sees projected into the 
interior of the crystal. His mental creations as- 
sume a quasi-visual character, just as they do in 
dreams, and, although he remains wide-awake, he 
has, by a process of self-hypnosis, placed before 
his eyes, a virtual dream field, which appears to 
lie on the other side of a window. 

“For instance, Mr. Andrew Lang, writing in 
the ‘Encyclopedia Britannica,’ makes this interest- 
ing statement, which fits in well with Scott’s story, 
although the latter employs a mirror instead of a 
crystal ball;”

Many people have Psychic Power to 1 
greater or Jess degree, but in most instances it is 
in a latent or undeveloped state, and as a result they 
are totally unaware of it. 

It is perfectly natural for those who are not 
Psychic to scoff and sneer at those who do believe 
and understand the Occult. It has been so in all 
ages. Only a few years ago most people cried 
“bunk” at the very mention of Spiritualism or 
Christian Science, but today Sir Oliver Lodge, 
Conan Doyle, Ella Wheeler Wilcox along with many 
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other men and women of great intellect have spoken 
only in the highest praise after deep investigation. 

By going into the Libraries and Art Institutes 
and scanning the Historical pages of India and 
Ancient Egypt, you will surely become convinced 
that Crystal Gazing has been known for ages. We 
are now living In a day and age of investigation 
and Spiritual unfoldment. 

To those who wish to investigate or delve Into 
Psychic Phenomena and Crystal Gazing we wish to 
say very frankly in offering this book or even our 
Crystals that we do not guarantee that everyone 
will become a “Wizard” in a single night, but Mind 
Readers and Crystal Gazers do generally agree that 
the Crystal does serve to focus the Psychic energy 
of the person in such a way that the Astral Senses 
are induced to function more readily. 

A crystal, no matter of what quality or price, 
whether it be cut from clear “Quartz” or made from 
polished glass, does not In itself possess any magical 
power; it merely serves as a physical instrument 
for the Astral Vision, just as the Telescope or the 
Microscope performs a similar purpose for the 
Physical Vision. 

Practically every one possesses in a Latent 
State the wonderful faculty of Seership, which 
can be trained and developed by the aid of a Crystal. 
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Crystal Gazing as a science is as old as the 
world. It was known to the prophets of all ages. 
Its fundamental doctrines are found in the sacred 
books of the East. They form secrets that were 
revealed only to the initiated in the inner temple 
where ancient mysteries were taught. 

As you go into these ancient mysteries, a new 
world will open up before you. The more you be- 
gin to understand the language of the past the more 
grows your conception of the living world not seen 
by outward sight. 

This is a day and age of investigation, the 
world is clamoring for truth along all things psychic 
as never before. Many of the greatest minds of 
our day are delving into the future and seeking in- 
formation on all things occult. 

How stupid it seems in this period of enlighten- 
ment, for a man not to know that by his own 
actions, conduct, manner of living and believing he 
is closing his spiritual sight to the real possibili- 
ties of life. These are concealed from him, because 
he has never developed his soul sight. The most 
valuable asset in life is “to know thyself.” 

Many people possess psychic power in an un- 
developed state and capable of development to any 
extent if they will use these gifts to their advantage 
and take proper means to unfold them. Clairvoy- 
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ance is the true development of man’s spiritual 
thought. 

All those who are really and truly sincere and 
faithful in their efforts to obtain knowledge of 
Crystal Gazing, will find this book ample and suf- 
ficient in every way. 

Occultism, Anatomy and Psychology will teach 
man something greater than the impotent being 
known to Modern Science as a compound of bones, 
muscles and nerves, Modern Science attempts to 
prove that man is an animal. The teachings of 
the Spirit show that he may be a god. 

Strong faith can be gained through the knowl- 
edge of nature’s laws, which can accomplish any 
thing if it acts through the human mind which Is 
in harmony with these laws. True Magic exists 
simply in true faith. This is only obtained by 
developing one’s spiritual nature. 

The Crystal, when properly used, is second to 
none for intromissional and psycho-visional pur- 
poses. It does not disturb the nervous system, nor 
injure the brain, or cause any unhealthy or ab- 
normal conditions. The things seen in a Crystal 
appear actual, clear, plain and distinct—just as any 
other plain diorama. The Crystal seer is wide- 
awake, intelligent, and in possession of every sense. 
There is no tension on the nerves, nor strain on 
the brain. In lucidity the visions rapidly pass away, 
but in the erystal any given place, face, scene of 
any locality can be, by an effort of the will, made 
to remain fixed, stationary and solid as long as the 
seer chooses. There are more people who are able 
to see in a crystal than by any other method. 
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The famous Dr. Dee, of London, and many 
others before and since his time used a plate of 
polished cannel coal. in place of a Crystal. Dr. 
Dee’s plate is still in the British Museum, to be 
scanned and cognized, 

No definite rules to obtain results in the Art of 
Crystal Gazing can be laid down, much will de- 
pend on the student, as some people are more 
psychic than others, also the state of health and 
Godliness of mind will add to or detract from 
the progress which wil] be made, 


CONDITIONS FOR CRYSTAL GAZING 


The first consideration is, of course, the rules 


for sitting and the necessary precautions for de- 
velopment and the best time and conditions which 
are to be adopted by the Crystal Gazer in his at- 
tempts at unfoldment. You will be able to intro- 
duce the spirit sight at will and read in the astral 
light the mysteries both in your own life and that 
of others. Aj] will be as an open book before you 
and the amount of this knowledge you choose to 
reveal to others will be entirely dependent upon 
your own good judgment. 

Having obtained the necessary qualifications, 
decide to have confidence in yourself and make up 
your mind that you are determined to obtain re 
sults; then set the time of sitting which should be 
kept religiously. 
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The amount of progress you make almost en- 
tirely depends on your belief and faith that you will 
succeed, For without true faith you can accom- 
plish nothing. All doubt and disbelief that you 
will be able to develop your inner sight must be 
abandoned, That is to say, that one’s belief tends 
to open up the latent powers and faculty in man, 
while a corresponding disbelief tends to prevent 
the unfoldment or manifestation. 


There are but few general directions necessary 
for the person wishing to experiment in crystal 
gazing. The principal thing is to maintain quiet, 
and an earnest, serious state of mind—do not make 
a merry game of it, if you wish to obtain results. 


In arranging the room in which to experiment 
in Crystal Gazing, side lights and reflections are 
undesirable, and it is absolutely necessary that the 
room be clean, quiet and orderly. 

Any person, or persons, admitted to the room, 
and allowed to remain while you sit, should keep 
absolute silence, and remain seated at a distance 
from you. When you have developed your latent 
powers, questions may; of course, be put to you by 
those present, but even then in a very gentle, or low 
and slow tone of voice; never suddenly or in a 
forceful manner. 

The observer should sit with his back to the 
light, holding the Crystal in the palm of his hand, 
or it may be placed on a piece of black velvet, 
preferably about twelve to fourteen inches square 
and at about eighteen or twenty inches distant, or 
better still, place the Crystal upon one of our 
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Egyptian stands, which was made expressly for the 
purpose, 

At the beginning of the sitting, the first thing 
to be done by the Crystal Gazer, is to rub the palms 
of the hands briskly for several minutes, pick up 
the Crystal with the left hand, and make several 
passes with the right hand over and above the 
Crystal, which wil! have a tendency to magnetize it 
and bring results more quickly. Gaze calmly into 
the Crystal, but do not strain the eyes. Do not 
try to avold winking your eyes—there is a differ- 
ence between “gazing” and “staring,” remember. 
Some guod authorities advise making funnels of 


the hands, and using them as you would a pair of 


opera glasses. 


FIRST SIGNS OF VISION 


When you find the Crystal begins to look dull 
or cloudy, with small pin-points of light glittering 
therein, like tiny stars, you may know that you are 
commencing to obtain that for which you seek— 
viz., erystalline vision, Therefore, persevere with 
confidence. This condition may or may not, con- 
tinue for several sittings, the Crystal seeming at 
times to alternately appear and disappear, as in a 


- mist. By and by this hazy appearance, in its turn, 


will give place quite suddenly to a blindness of 
the senses to all else but a blue or bluish ocean of 
space, against which, as if it were a background, 
the vision will be clearly apparent. 
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Of course, what you apparently see in the 
Crystal is really transpiring in the open light. The 
development of telepathy or mind reading is amaz- 
ing. It manifests itself in everyday life and reaches 
its climax in the attainment of the masters of 
wisdom on the high places of the Earth. The 
wonderful manner in which this intelligence is com- 
municated or rather the speed with which news of 
an important character travels is wonderful. 

The favor which Crystal Gazing meets 
with at the hands of beginners is due to the fact 
that it is the easiest method known by which the 
Astral Vision may be awakened. With the majority 
of people, the power may be awakened only by the 
aid of some physical object which may act as a 
starting-point for the Astral Tube, or as one writer 

-has expressed it, “a convenient focus for the Will- 
power.” A number of objects may be so employed, 
but the Crystal or Glass Ball is the best for the 
purpose because of certain atomic and molecular 
arrangements which tend to promote the manifesta- 
tion of the paychic power and faculties. 

Crystal Gazing, as a method for inducing 
Psychomatic vision, has been quite common among 
all peoples, in all times. Not only the Crystal but 
many other objects are similarly used. 

In many cases, a number of trials are required 
before you will be able to get good results. In 
others, at least some results are obtained at the 
first trial. It is a good plan to try to bring into 
vision something that you have already seen with 
the physical eyes — some familiar object —try to 
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have the scenes of your early childhood appear in 
the Crystal or any other familiar scene. 

An English authority recommends that begin- 
ners failing to get direct results, then try to “vis- 
ualize”’ something that they have already seen— 
something familiar, such as a chair, a ring, a face, 
ete., and then turning to the Crystal endeavor to 
reproduce it there, It is claimed that this prac- 
tice will often gradually lead to actual “seeing” in 
the Crystal. 

The first signs of the actual “seeing” in the 
Crystal, comes in the form of a “cloudiness,” or 
“milky-mist” in the crystal, which slowly resolves 
itself into a form, or scene, which appears grad- 
ually like the precipitation of a photograph upon a 
sensitive plate in the developing room. In some 
cases, the “misty” cloud deepens into a black one, 
from which the pictures appear. 

Before becoming discouraged, remember that 
most frequently nothing will be seen on the first 
oceasion, and possibly not for several sittings; 
though some sitters, if strongly gifted with psychic 
powers in a state of unconsciousness, and some- 
times conscious degree of unfoldment, may be for- 
tunate enough to obtain good results at the first 
trial. If, therefore, nothing is preceived during 
the first few attempts, do not despair or become 
impatient, or imagine that you will never see any- 
thing. There is a royal road to crystal vision, but 
it is open only to those who will practice Calmness, 
Patience and Perseverance. 

The crystal should not be used soon after 
taking a meal, and care should be taken in matters 
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of diet to partake only of digestible foods, and out- 
door exercise, with contentment of mind, or love of 
simplicity in living, are great aids to success. 
Mental anxiety, or ill-health, are not conducive to 
the desired end. The better your health, the clearer 
your vision, although many people in indifferent 
health do see, yet they have not the greater powers. 
You should live as far as possible in the fresh 
air, take a reasonable amount of exercise and try 
to hold the thought of health and purity ever before 
you. 

A Crystal should not be handled by anyone 
other than the owner, from the fact, that when 
handled by others, it becomes de-magnetized, as a 
Crystal when constantly used by one person be- 
comes highly magnetic, and has a tendency to hold 
the magnetism of this person until again used. 


SPIRIT SIGHT 


The phase of Spirit Sight is easily produced 
and should be seen at the end of a week of practice, 
if the conditions are fulfilled and you have had 
absolute confidence in yourself. You must not for- 
get the necessity of mental purity, a person impreg- 
nated with love for humanity and free from jeal- 
cusy and hatred or evil of any kind is necessary, 
if you want the best results. 

I have had repeated evidence from many 
Crystal Gazers in the possession of this power. 
Sometimes the knowledge obtained was given out 
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through the person's body and at other times it 
was expressed directly by the Crystal Gazer either 
in his own voice, or by symbols. 

Unless the Crystal vision is very clear you will 
find many things half formed in the glass and they 
will come to your mind quite as vivid as a picture 
since it is not the virtue of the glass, but your own 
sight which you can read, or see in the astral light 
of those who consult you. 

The astral light is a very important consid- 
eration since as soon as you are able to perceive this 
about a person you can read the meanings in the 
play of its color as it surrounds every man, woman 
and child. The astral light thrown off by people 
is composed of tiny atoms of so minute a character 
that it is entirely imperceptible to the naked eye, 
but is clearly visible to those who have successfully 
succeeded in so controlling themselves that they 
can obtain the state of spirituality at will. This is 
what I refer to as clairvoyant sight. The light is 
of the nature of a cloud which entirely surrounds 
the person sitting and it is through reading this 
either knowingly or unconsciously that the Crystal 

‘Gazer is able to deduce the events in the lives of 
those around him. 

The meaning of astral light and the colors 
which surround all human beings as well as ani- 
mals is a subject that has long engaged the atten- 
tion of intelligent investigators, The attempt to 
see the colors which envelope every person is one 
that a great many people find hard to grasp. There 
is but one royal road to it, however, that will give 
results. It is the road to faith and belief.

HOW TO READ THE CRYSTAL 

The different colors shown in the astral light 
are ten in number and they have a fixed meaning. 
They are seldom seen pure as in the prism. The 
meanings are of great use to you no matter whether 
the colors appear in the Crystal or in the high 
phases of spirit sight. 

Orange, means material success and is very 
good, Green, joy, pleasure and light heartedness. 
Yellow, a surprise, if cloudy, unpleasant news. 
Blue, intellectual capacity and a good brain. Violet, 
spiritual, spirit sight possessed. White, is a good 
omen. Black means trouble and danger and is a 
bad omen, Crimson, love, sympathy and goodwill. 
Red, is passionate, — and violent. Purple 
means riches, 

When the light or colave appear in the Crystal 
you can give them the same meaning as when they 
appear around the head of the individual, but re- 
member that often faces, figures, symbols, ete., 
come into the Crystal surrounded by waves or 
clouds, then the colors will indicate the condition 
of the person whose face appears in it and you 
must give your reading accordingly. 

Pale violet signifies love, passion and great en- 
durance. Green shows a person will gain victory 
and success and a very cheerful character, full of 
love and good purpose and ever ready to see the 
bright side of everything. A dark sickly green 
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signifies a deceitful nature, a double-tongued per- 
son who you should place no confidence in, shun 
them whatever you do, if you don’t you will regret 
it. Brown signifies greed, disappointment and dis- 
honor, 

These colors will appear clearly to you if your 
sight is developed, or will be observed in your 
Crystal. You will seldom see them alone, they will 
nearly always appear with symbols, letters or some 
indication or form and will give you the clear key 
to their meaning. These different colors indicate 
the mental and spiritual condition as well as the 
traits of character of the people who consult you 
or who you are diagnosing for disease. You can 
tell at once what condition your client is in as your 
sight grows and you learn to interpret the colors. 

The gross and unorganized people will be sur- 
rounded by darker shades of red, black, brown, 
blue, green, and mean, treacherous people will have 
clouds of brown around them. Those who are de- 
celtful and jealous will have clouds of a dirty yellow, 
or a sickly green, while the hypocrite will be sur- 
rounded with a brown bronze blue color. The bad 
tempered person will have much scarlet. The pas- 
sionate person clouds of red. It is thus the de 
ceitful and evil minded people will be made known 
to you alone. 

Now in this way you can strike out the key- 
note of the persons you are dealing with and find 
out the reasons for their actions, their troubles and 
often the symbol vision which relates to their fu- 
ture. White is a token of innocence, faith and 
purity. This is seldom seen in ordinary people, 
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but comes to those of especial training who have 
jearned the great lessons of life. Red, of a pale 
shade signifies passion, love, creative power and a 
character full of warmth and inventive genius, 
great vitality and true worth, 

Scarlet signifies awful passion and a low de- 
generate nature. Blood red means war, hatred and 
punishment. Scarlet and black combined indicate 
a devilish outburst of passion, possibly murder, 
very poor control over the will and reasgning 
powers. When black is prominent it shows afflic- 
tion, earthly thought and a mercenary nature. 
Gray means mourning, trouble, sorrow and dis- 
appointment. Pale blue shows an intellectual na- 
ture, one who is in an advanced state of develop- 
ment and understands himself. The deeper shades 
of blue indicate religion, but if there is a mixture 
of brown or gray with it, it means selfishness and 
pious deceit, causing a great deal of sorrow and 
bigotry in the nature of those who show this color. 
Yellow appears to envious persons with jealous dis- 
positions, very unsatisfactory in their dealings, in- 
constant, deceitful and liars. A bright pure golden 
yellow indicates the highest order of intellect, in- 
tuition and spiritualism. An orange yellow indi- 
cates a somewhat lower order of the above, but a 
great deal of success in commercial matters, A 
deep violet blue indicates high spiritual thought but 
is seldom seen. A clear bright blue indicates a con- 
dition of religious excitement and where there is 
much of it, it may cause a person to be unbearable 
to those whom he comes in contact with. He 
neither waits time nor opportunity to thrust his 
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religious opinions on others. Where considerable 
pale blue color is in evidence you get the man who 
is cold, but scientific, free from passion, refined 
and apt to frequent places of art, culture and re- 
fined music, Always avoid dark yellow, these 
people are envious, unscrupulous and deceitful, bad 
for any business dealing and bad associates. The 
man or woman who carries the violet blue color 
about them has intense aspirations to live an up- 
right life. They never mix with anything de- 
grading or mean. They are trustworthy and truth- 
ful and good people to associate with and do busi- 
ness with, 

The influence of the varying shades of red 
thrown off by certain people are widely different. 
From the pure affection and tender love of the rose 
color is the condition which creates happiness 
wherever it falls, it is the opposite of the scarlet 
color and its effect may be easily told. The person 
with much scarlet will bring an element of discon- 
tent and dissension wherever he goes. His lot will 
fall among thieves and envious people and he will 
frequent places where mean conditions exist such 
as music halls, saloons, etc. According to his sta- 
tion in life so will these places be of high or low 
aspect, but all will bear the taint of vice and low 
characters and the person must be judged accord- 
ing. Blood red color always attends soldiers, mur- 
derers, butchers, and all those whose thoughts turn 
red with anger. It means a swift and terrible 
death to them. 

People with much gray, especially blue gray 
about them, bring depressing influences to bear 
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upon all about them especially their relatives, 
frends, neighbors and in all their affairs. They are 
always cowardly, afraid, morbid and continually 
worrying over something. They are always in grief 
or sorrow. It indicates mourning and bhereave- 
ment. You have for instance a client whose color 
gives you a shade of red, blue or violet, with perhaps 
some muddy yellow or green combined in it. Here 
you have a person of great passion, but with a cer- 
tain degree of intellect and desire for spiritual 
things, but an underlying nature of deceit, selfish- 
ness and jealousy which will keep him from any 
great advancement in life, a weak character. Warn 
your client of this if you think it wise. Now there 
comes into your vision another face; surrounding 
it you see clouds of red and black, flashes of brown 
and yellow, you will see at once that it is necessary 
to warn your client of this person who can be no 
friend and only a bad influence, 


The influence of the black color is lowering 
and brings depressing influences upon all about 
them. The influence upon the person who creates 
it is very bad, it brings his life into chaos, It keeps 
him on a low level, creates low impressions and 
conditions which are difficult to overcome. Such 
people are always in trouble and seem to attract evil 
and disaster. 

You will always find that the pure colors rise 
highest in your Crystal. The heavy colors always 
sink. You will now see from this how to read the 
colors, but you should always balance one against 
the other.

HISTORY OF CRYSTAL GAZING 


All the world over man seems to have discovered 
that pictures or visions can be seen in a Crystal 
and naturally uses it; as is the case to-day for the 
purpose of discovering the future, or at least trying 
to do so and of finding out what is going on at a 
distance, It is a common practice and the Crystal 
is a valuable part of the “Medicine Man’s” equip- 
ment all over Europe and so much 80 that women 
are not allowed to look at it. In West Australia 
the Crystal Gazer uses the flame of a burial fire. 
In New Zealand the more civilized natives use a 
drop of blood for their speculum. The custom also 
exists among the Polynesian people. In South 
America the treasure seekers look earnestly for the 
object of their search into a Black Crystal. The 
Apache Indians of the West use s Crystal, wherein 
they see pictures of the things that will likely come 
to pass. 

In Yucatan the main instrument of the diviner 
is called the “Clear Stone,” a quartz crystal. He 
gazes into its clear depths and sees where lost 
articles are reposing, learns what is happening to 
the absent and departed and by whom witchery, 
sickness and disaster was cast upon those who have 
called him to their aid. 

Most every village in Mexico has a Crystal 
Gazer. Peru has discovered it. The Pitt Indian 
Medicine Men of California view the condition of 
their patients in what they call “The Sight Stone.’ 
In Africa Crystal Gazing is common. At the time 
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of the Berbers in the Greek Empire was a large 
Rock Crystal which was kept in a church which had 
the property of showing a man all things. On the 
Gold Coast of Africa at the present day the Medi- 
cine Man looks for the cause of disease in a Crystal. 
In a Persian novel called the “Springtime of Knowl- 
edge” there is mention of looking in a Crystal when 
anyone desired to see anything. Another Persian 
author relates that a high priest used a Crystal in 
which he could see the whole universe, 

Alexander the Great put a Crystal on the light- 
house of Alexandria in which objects could be seen 
at a distance of several days’ journey. Aristotle 
was said to have made it. In the same way Colossus 
of Rhodes was said to have a Crystal around hia 
heck by which the people could see ships on their 
way to Syria and Egypt. Hercules was also said 
to have placed a Crystal on the tower by which he 
could see the most distant ships, 


THE ASTRAL SENSES 

When you once get a correct scientific contep- 
tion of the real nature of the five ordinary senses, 
you will be able to intelligently grasp the nature of 
the higher psychic faculties or senses, and thus be 
better fitted to use them. 

All oceultists know that man has other senses 
than the ordinary five, although but few men have 
developed them sufficiently well to use them effec- 
tively. These super-physical senses are known to 
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the occultists as “the astral senses.” The term 
“Astral,” used so frequently by all oceultists, ancient 
and modern, is derived from the Greek word 
“astra,” meaning “star.” It is used to indicate 
those planes of being immediately above the phys- 


. ieal plane. The astral senses are really the counter- 


parts of the physical senses of man, and are con- 


‘nected with the astral body of the person just as 


the physical senses are connected with the physical 
body. The office of these astral sensea is to enable 
the person to receive impressions on the astral 
plane, just as his physical senses enable him to re- 
ceive impressions on the physical plane, On the 
physical plane the mind of man receives only the 
sense impressions of the physical organs of sense; 
but when the mind functions and vibrates on the 
astral plane. 

Persons who have developed the use of their 
astral senses are able to receive the sense impres- 
sions of the astral plane just as clearly as they re- 
ceive those of the physical plane by means of the 
physical senses. For instance, the person is thus 
able to perceive things occurring on the astral 
plane; to read the Akashic Records of the past; to 
perceive things that are happening in other parts 
of the world; to see past happenings as well; and 
in cases of peculiar development, to catch glimpses 
of the future, though this is far rarer than the 
other forms of astral sight. 

In Crystal Gazing, the occultist merely em- 
ploys the erystal in order to concentrate his power, 
and bring to a focus his astral vision. There is no 
supernatural virtue in the crystal itself—it is 
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merely & means to an end; a piece of useful ap- 
paratus to aid in the production of certain phe- 
nomena. 

It has been proven that behind the visible world 
there is another, the world invisible, which is hid- 
den from the senses; and that it is possible for man 
to penetrate into that unseen world by developing 
in himself the psychic powers which lie dormant 
within everyone. 


SPIRIT MESSAGES AS SEEN THROUGH THE 
CRYSTAL 

In reviewing the pages of Oceult Lore, we find 
and quote the following: 

W. T. Stead, the eminent English investigator 
of psychic phenomena, has written as follows re- 
garding the phenomena of crystal gazing. “Crystal 
gazing seems to be the least dangerous and most 
simple of all forms of experimenting. You make 
no incantations, and engage in no mumbo-jumbo 
business; you simply look at it for two or three 
minutes, taking care not to tire yourself, winking as 
much as you please, but fixing your thought upon 
whatever you wish to see. Then, if you have the 
faculty, the glass will cloud over with a milky mist, 
and in the centre the image is gradually precipitated 
in just the same way as a photograph forms on the 
sensitive plate.” 

The same authority relates the following inter- 
esting experiment with the crystal: “Miss X., upon 
looking into the erystal on two occasions as a test, 
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to see if she could see me when she was several 
iniles off, saw not me, but a different friend of mine 
on each occasion. She had never seen either of 
my friends before, but immediately identified them 
both on seeing them afterward at my office,” 

Andrew Lang, another prominent investigator 
of psychic phenomena, gives the following inter- 
esting experiment in crystal gazing; “I had given 
a glass ball to a young lady, Miss Baillie, who had 
scarcely any success with it, She lent it to Miss 
Leslie, who saw a large, square, old-fashioned red 
sofa covered with muslin (which she afterward 
found in the next country-house she visited). Miss 
Baillie’s brother, a young athlete, laughed at these 
experiments, took the ball into his study, and came 
back looking ‘gey gash.’ He admitted that he had 
seen a vision—somebody he knew, under a lamp. 
He said that he would discover during the week 
whether or not he had seen right. This was at 5:30 
on a Sunday afternoon, On Tuesday, Mr. Baillie 
was at a dance in a town forty miles from his home, 
and met a Miss Preston. ‘On Sunday,’ he said, 
‘about half-past-five, you were sitting under a 
standard lamp, in a dress I never saw you wear, a 
blue blouse with lace over the shoulders, pouring 
out tea for a man in blue serge, whose back was 
toward me. so that I only saw the tip of his mus- 
tache.' “Why, the blinds must have been up,’ said 
Miss Preston. ‘I was at Dulby,’ said Mr. Baillie, 
and he undeniably was.” 

Miss X., the well-known contributor to the 
English magazine, “Borderland,” several years ago, 
made a somewhat extended inquiry into the phe-

nomena of crystal gazing. From her experiments, 
she made the following classification of ‘the phe- 
nomena of crystal-vision, which I herewith repro- 
duce for your benefft. Her classification is as fol- 
lows: 

“1. Images of something unconsciously ob- 
served, New reproductions, voluntary or spon- 
taneous, and bringing no fresh knowledge to the 
mind. 

“2. Images of ideas unconsciously acquired 
from others. Some memory or imaginative effect, 
which does not come from the gazer's ordinary self. 
Revivals of memory. Illustrations of thought. 

“3. Images, clairvoyant or prophetic. Pic- 
tures giving information as to something past, pres- 
ent, or future, which the gazer has no other chance 
of knowing.” 

As a matter of fact, each and every form or 
phase of clairvoyance possible under other meth- 
ods of inducing clairvoyant vision, is possible in 
crystal gazing. It is a mistake to consider crystal 
gazing as a separate and distinct form of psychic 
phenomena. Crystal gazing is merely-one partic- 
ular form or method of inducing psychic or clair- 
voyant vision. If you will keep this in mind, you 
will avoid many common errors and misunder- 
standings in the matter. 

In order to give you the benefit of as many 
points of view as possible, I shall now quote from 
an old English writer on the subject of the use of 
the crystal. I-do this realizing that sometimes « 
particular student will get more from one point 
of view, than from another—some particular phras- 
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ing will seem to reach his understanding, where 
others fail. The directions of the English authority 
are as follows: 

“What is desired through the regular use of 
the translucent sphere is to cultivate a personal 
degree of clairvoyant power, so that visions of 
things or events, past, present, and future, may 
appear clearly to the interior vision, or eye of the 
soul. In the pursuit of this effort only, the crystal 
becomes at once both a beautiful, interesting and 
harmless channel of pleasure and instruction, shorn 
of dangers, and rendered conducive to mental de- 
velopment,” 

In this work we have given you a compre- 
hensive, although condensed, account of the various 
phases of phenomena of Crystal Gazing. After 
reading this book, the student should be able to 
gather much practical instruction on the subject 
of the manifestation of the power. He will be 
able to understand the nature and general workings 
of the phenomena, so that, when he undertakes the 
work of developing the power within himself, he 
will recognize the indication of his increasing power 
and unfolding faculties, which otherwise would 
have remained a closed book. 

It is not the purpose of the author of this 
little volume to submit proof of the theories of 
Crystal Gazing — I have simply prepared it as a 
way-shower to those who wish to investigate its 
mysteries, 

' The value of the Crystal is amply repaid if 
only in the manner in which it rests the body and 
strengthens the mind and memory; and although 
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it is not claimed for it that it will influence any 
and everybody, it is a fact that many people possess 
a clairvoyant power in greater or less degree, which 
only needs the agency of such a concentrating in- 
fluence as the crystal to blossom out and become 
perfected in them. 

To those already clairvoyant it is possible to 
achieve wonderful results and only an intelligent 
use of the crystal and its powers can teach its real 
value and power. Faith is absolutely necessary 
to success; without belief no result can be expected. 
But Faith, Passiveness, Patience and continued 
study should repay the crystal gazers just in pro- 
portion to the latent power within them.
